Leahy’s insistence in his 
challenge to Hennemann that the quoit 
should weigh 13 pounds, has caused several 
students of the Olympian games of ancient 
Greece to declare that a 13-pound discus 
was never heard of, and according to all 
recognized authorities, the largest one 
known is one treasured in the British Mu- 
seum, London, which weighs 11 pounds 
9 ourtces. 

The American discus weighs 4% pounds, 
that weight having been approximately ar- 
rived at by. copying the discus held in the 
hand of Myron’s famous statue of ‘The 
Discobolus,’’ or discus thrower. Phayllus 
who lived a couple of thousand years ago 
and was the Hennemann of his day, held 
the record for discus throwing with a cast 
of 9% feet. As Hennemann won the cham- 
pionship with a throw of 118 feet 9 inches 
it is only fair to suppose that the disk used 
by Phayllus must have been heavier than 
the 44%-pound one with which Hennemann 
gained his victory.

HOW TO KEEP THE PEACE. 


The voice of militarism was never more distinctly heard 
than when the German Emperor told the American naval 
attache at Berlin that the best guarantee of peace was @ big 
armament. Germany has kept the peace of Europe for 
twenty years by keeping an enormous army and the peace of 
the world can be maintained if all the powers will put great 
navies on the sea. 

“In my opinion,” he added, as a conclusion, “that would 
be the best peace conference; that would safeguard the 
world’s peace better than any convention or treaty.” 

This is the logic of force. The appeal is to fear, not to con- 
fidence; to the lowest motive, not the highest. It is essenti- 
ally reactionary since it ignores the very mainspring of mod- 
ern civilization, namely, commerce. 

Of what use are industry and commerce if the profit is drawn 
awey to support a parasitic military establishment? That is 
what the youns Czar dwelt upon in his peace rescript. He 
foresaw the break@own and sought to prevent the plunge into 
bankruptcy by a reduction of armies and navies, 

Militarism is the bulwark of privilege. That is really the 
reason why the German Emperor stands up for it so stoutly. 
That is why many Americans are trying to fasten it upon the 
United States. It “will keep the masses in order.”’ True, the 
bills may be hard to pay. If there is a failure, it means the 
transfer of sti!i more wealth to the monopolists. That is 
What militarism means in America. Imperialism may bear 
Wravily on the Filipinos, but it will weigh much more 
upon the free citizens of the United States.

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A TALE OF TAILS. 


Chicago has developed the most unique sneak thief of the 
day. Lecomin,; tired of “‘lifting’’ overcoats and spiriting away 
gold-handiled canes, this devotee of Mercury spent nearly half 
@ night in despoiling forty fine horses of their long and lux- 
uriant tails. 

Unlike Jack the Clipper, this hair-thief took no sharp shears 
to his work. He robbed each horse of its tail by main force. 
And as thirty-eight of the tails grew on spirited cavalry 
horses, the marvel is how the horse-hair puller got possession 
of his 32 pounds of hair without getting well pounded 
by some of the 76 iron-shod hind feet of these 38 war horses.

Why should it not rent the lamps now hang- 
ing, and pay for current and attention out of the $300,000 it 
will have to disburse in any event? 

If something more beneficial to the city than a contract at 
$74.25 or over does not come out of the Present discussion of 
the lighting problem, it will be because the authorities re- 
sponsible for lighting the city are careless of the city’s best 
interests.

This is what Uncle Russell has done, 
Therefore he sleeps in peace with an untroubled conscience.

If all the powers, however, were to 
maintain navies equally small, why would not peace be just as 
certain? The money that would maintain a great navy would 
do wonders in the advancement of science and invention and 
in the moral and industrial development of a nation.

These are the days when the careful 
housewife expects to be busied putting up 
quantities of tasty catsup, pickles, pre- 
serves and jams for the coming winter. 
Here are a number of good regipes for 
chutney and other appetizing sauces and 
preserves, 


CHUTN BY is a pleasant India sauce, and 
so highly in fayor with foreign cooks that 
is it the almost inevitable accompaniment 
of roast game and fish. This by no means 
implies a sameness in flavoring, for there 
are so many different varieties one can 
run the gamut for a lengthy peroid without 
serving the same one twice. Madras, India 
mango, Bengal Club and Laicknow are 
among the best imported chutney, but are 
rather difficult of construction for the aver- 
age cook. The recipes given here are all 
excellent, and are quite easily prepared. 


ORIEBNTAL CHUTNEY. — Mix = three 
pounds of tart apples (pared and cored) 
with a pound of stoned tamarinds, three- 


fourths of a pound of seeded raisins, a 
head of garlic, two red pepper pods, and 
one ounce of grated ginger root. Pound all 


together until reduced to a pulp, then add 
one pint of brown sugar, a tablespoonful 
each of currant or cherry jelly and to- 
mato catsup. Mix well together and seal 
up in small jars. 

APPLE CHUTNEY.—Pare and core five 
pounds of tart apples and cook them ina 


porcelain-lined kettle with two pounds of 
brown sugar, and two quarts of best cider 
vinegar. When quite smooth and thick 


turn into an earthenware dish and add two 
pounds of finely chopped seedless raisins, 
a minced head of garlic, two ounces each 
of ground mustard seed and ginger root, 


four ounces of salt and three pods of 
chopped red pepper. Mix all well together 
and let stand for eight hours. ‘Then stir 


until perfectly blended, put in small jars 
and cork tightly. Keep in a cool, dry 
place. This will keep for years. 


GRAPE CHUTNEY.—Pare, core and chop 
one pound and a half of tart apples, put 
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CATSUP, CHUTNEY AND PICKLES.

GRBEN TOMATO PICKLES.—One peck 
green tomatoes, six large white onions, one 
teacup salt, four quarts cider vinegar, two 
pounds brown sugar, half-pound ground 
mustard, two tablespoonfuls ground cinna- 
mon, two tablespoonfuls ground cloves, two 
tablespoonfuls ground ginger, one table- 
spoonful ground celery seed, six great bull- 
nose peppers; slice the tomatoes and onions:

MUSHROOM CATSUP.—Genuine mush- 
room catsup is as good as ft is rare, and its 
domestic manufacture is therefore recom- 
mended to housekeepers. To make: Fill a 
two-gallon earthen jar with large mush- 
rooms, washed ‘but not peeled; sprinkle 
through and over them three quarters of a 
pound of salt, cover, and allow to stand 
24 hours; stir them gently with a wooden 
spvon three times a day fortwo days. Now 
stand the jar in a pot of hot—not bo‘tling— 
water or in a cool oven for one hour, then 
strain off all the liquor without squeezing 
the mushrooms. To each quart of liquor 
add one quarter of an ounce of Jamaica 
ginger, the same of black pepper, and one 
dram of mace. Boil until reduced one half, 
then bottle and seal. age in a cool, dark 
lace.

Colonial Secretary Chamberlain’s state- 
ment in the House of Commons on the 
Transvaal crisis has caused a profound 
sensation.

EAST AND SOUTH EXPANDING. 


Not for the Great Scarcity 
of Pig Iron. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—In its review of 
current trade conditions, the Iron Age says 


to-day: 

Our monthly blast furnace statistics again 
show a more moderate increase in output 
than there was reason to expect, the 
growth in capacity being from 257,345 tons 
weekly of coke and anthracite iron on 
July 1 to 261,483 tons weekly on Aug. 1, an 
increase of 4138 tons, or say 17,000 tons a 
month. The furnace stocks have declined 
7800 tons and the warrant stocks 7100 tons, 
@ total of 14,60 tons, so that the balance 
of production and consumption would seem 
to be pretty close now, if it ‘were not for 
‘he consideration that consumption has 
been actually hampered by the scarcity of 
pig iron. 

A considerable number of furnaces are 
being prepared for work, but to judge from 
the experience of some who did start pre- 
Maturely that is an unwise course. 

A comparison is instructive between the 
fapacity on Aug. 1, 1899, and on the corre- 
eponding date of last year. In the East 
and in Central Pennsylvania there were 
Aug. 1, 1898, 38 furnaces, pro- 
ducing weekly 32,557 tons. In the begin- 
ming of this month there were active in 
f4he same districts 68 furnaces, producing 
weekly 42,07 tons. In_the Central West, 
including Western Pennsylvania, the 
Wheeling Valley, Cleveland, Illinois and 
the Northwest, there were at work 83 fur- 
maces, with a productive capacity of 14,- 
639 tons per week, while now 118 are work- 
ing, making 176,126 In the

of iron, to 46 stacks, out 36,140 
tons per week. 

Both the East and the South are still ex- 
panding. The West is up to its limit, the 
only additions possible being the new 
stacks approaching completion at Lorain, 
peeaestown and Pittsburg.

LOITERING 


Result of a Visit to the Third Audit- 
or’s Office by Assistant Secre- 
tary Vanderlip. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Assistant Sec- 
retary Vanderlip of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, asked about reports that he had or- 
dered a reduction in salaries of several 
chiefs of division in the office of the Audit- 
ing Department because he had visited the 
offices and found these chiefs and their 
clerks reading newspapers and loitering 
during work hours, said that he had for 
some time been investigating the auditing 
of the bonds and other papers in the third 
auditor’s office. Last Saturday morning Ne 
went to the third auditor's office and, ac- 
companied by one of the officials, walked 
into a large room where he wanted to make 
an investigation. He round a general state 
of idleness. Clerks were reading news- 
papers or gathered in: conversation. This 
was after 9 o'clock. The following Mon- 
day morning Mr. Vanderlip again visited 
the auditor and they went to another di- 
vision to make an investigation. Mr. Van- 
derlip says the same state of affairs was 
again discov ered. 

Mr. Vanderlip says he decided that the 
chiefs and assistant chiefs of those divi- 
ion were responsible for this state of affairs 
and at ence ordered a reduction in their 
salaries. He thinks the officials of this 
class should ha@ the employes under some 
regulations as to when work should begin, 
and as to how employes should conduct 
themselves. 

It is said by officials in the Treasury 
that had Mr. Vanderlip discovered the same 
conditions in an office well up with its work 
he would probably have sald nothing. He 
was led to take agtion, it is said, by the 
fact that the work in the*huditor’s office 
is nearly two years behind.

HUNDREDS OF MEN TAKING THE 
EXAMINATIONS. 


ABOUT 300 TRIED UP TO NOON. 


Two-thirds Passed Physically, but 
About 25 Per Cent of Appli- 
cants Failed Mentally. 


“‘Ad astra per ospera.’ 


The examination of applicants for posi- 
tions on the police force was continued 
as vigorously Thursday as on any of the 
preceeding days this week. The corridors 


of the Four Courts were even more crowd- 
ed than any other day and the men were 
anxiously awalting their turns. 

Heretofore the men have been examined 
in lots of 16, selected by name. From now 
on the men will take their turns as they 
are reached ‘The applicants were told to 
“line uv" and they were sent in as they 
were reached. The crowd in line resembled 
that at the ball game before St. Louis got 


About 300 men had been examined in all 
up to noon Thursday by the examining 
committee. Nearly 200 of these passed the 
physical examination. While the mental 
examination is not exceedingly difficult to 
pass, the questions being of a practical 
nature, most of them being the location of 
prominent buildings and points of interest, 
a few simple mathematical problems, etc., 
about 25 per cent of the applicants failed 
t0 answer the questions. 

All of those who failed to pass the men- 
tal examination were not asked to stand 
physical examination and thus were not 
put to any expense by reason of the ex- 
amination. Those who stood the physical 
examination were required to pay an ex- 
amining fee of $3. Twenty-five per cent of 
those who stood the mental examination 
— to pass the rigid physica] examina- 
tion. 

There are nearly 2000 applications on file. 
but not nearly that number will be ex- 
amined. When a sufficient number of first- 
class men has been examined to fill all the 
positions, the selections will be made and 
the wholesale examinations cease. 


M’MATH ON THE POLICE LAW.
